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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the Todd et al. 
reference is discounted due to the fact that it would be considered a 102(e) reference and the Todd invention and the present applicants' 
invention were commoly owned at the time is correct due as stated in his arguements. However, because Todd reference is only used to 
further support the motivation that silane, disilane and trisilane are art recognized equivalents as a silicon forming source gas it is not 
part of the rejection; and another reference such as Brodsky et al. (US 4,363,828; col. 6, In. 62 - col.7, In. 3) can be used to replace 
Todd, for reference purpose only to support the motivation, with the finality being upheld. Also, because the prior art references, in 
particular Cote, show that disilane and trisilane are well known silicon forming reactive gases in the deposition art, therefore, it would be 
obvious for one of ordianry skill to substitute one for the other in a deposition environment as a silicon forming reactive gase see case 
law: (The mere fact that phthalocyanine and selenium function as equivalent photoconductors in the claimed environment was not 
sufficient to establish that one would have been obvious over the other. However, there was evidence that both phthalocyanine and 
selenium were known photoconductors in the art of electrophotography. "This, in our view, presents strong evidence of obviousness in 
substituting one for the other in an electrophotographic environment as a photoconductor." 209 USPQ at 759.). Additionally references, 
such as Todd, which do not qualify as prior art because they postdate the claimed invention may be relied upon to show the level of 
ordinary skill in the art at or around the time the invention was made. Ex parte Erlich, 22 USPQ 1463 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1992). 
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
